Hi* 
speech was devoid of oratorical effort, 
and the senator's voice was at no timo 
raised much above the conversational 
tone. There was only a fair attendance 
of senators, and the galleries were half 
filled. The meagernens of the audienc* 
was due to the fact that the senate mat 
at the unsuually early hour of 11 o'clock 
and that the L'tah senator's spcee.h was 
one of the earliest features of the day's 
proceedings. 
Although he was not in- 


ternigted by any one while he spoke, 
Mr. Smoot was warmly congratulated by 
many senators', when he took his seat. 
He was followed immediately by Senator 
Pillingham, vho made an arjniiuent in. 
favor of the Utah senator. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.— Speaking in 


his own defense before the senate today, 
Senator Reed Smoot. of Utah, condemn- 
ed polygamy in the strongest terms, de- 
clared polygamy doss not now exist in. 
Utah, und insisting that lie had never 
taken an oath as apostle in the church 
which would in any way prevent him 
from discharging the duties of senator 
and citizen with the utmost fidelity. He 
himself had never had but one wife, and 
would not think of giving his official or 
personal sanction to any other arrange- 
ment in the case of the other member* 
of the Mormon church/ 


In support of his contention that poly- 


gamy was a dead letter among the >for- 
mon's Mr, Smoot took up in great detail 
the early campaign against the practice 
by the government and the tacit agree- 
ment on the part of the church to aban- 
don it. The Mortnons. he said, at first' 
descended their rights in this respect «*• 
a part of their religion. Finally, wish- 
ing to obey the law of the land, they 
agreed to stop the practice, and in 1890 
a 
manifesto was itsued discontinuing 


pluntl marriages. 
K 


Not 
only are there no more pluraT 


marriages, "insulted Mr. Smoot, but .Mor- 
mons in charge of the Utah courts al- 
ways 
have rigorously prosecuted any 


nicmbors of th«ir church guilty thereof^ 
Thorough forbearance on the part of th» 
prosecuting office, resulted' in leaving as 
they were the polygamous relationsliips 
consummated prior to the 188 manifes- 
to.
